THE VALUE OF A 


GOOD VARIETY 
NAME 


By M. J. DORSEY

Wir fruit varieties coming from 
so many sources and after once com- 
ing to light, being scattered to so 
many different places, the problem of 
keeping the names “true” becomes 
an important consideration. The ex- 
tent to which a “mix up” has taken 
place can be readily seen by referring 
to the historical account of any of the 
fruit varieties. For instance, an old 
variety like Baldwin, being especially 
fortunate, has, since it first came to 
notice about 1740, been known by 
only nine or so names—among the 
list being Steele’s Red Winter, Felch, 
Colville Butter, and Woodpecker 
The situation with Newtown has 
been quite different. This variety 
has been known since 1759 with two 
fairly distinct types, the green and 
yellow, being recognized. This fine 
old variety has been mentioned in 
horticultural writings under at least 
two dozen names, with various com- 
binations of green, yellow, large, fig- 
uring prominently in combination 
with the word pippin, which means 
an apple of many varieties. In the 
list of names for the variety or type 
appears such diverse assignments as 
Back Creek, Yopps Favorite and 
American Newtown. On the other 
hand, Northern Spy seems to have 
been one of the most stable names in 
the list, varying only from Northern 
Spy to simply Spy. 

Other instances could be listed to 
illustrate the point where even a 
larger number of names is involved 
but it will be clear upon reflection 
that diversity as well as number may 
also be confusing. For instance, who 
would suspect that’ Felch and Wood- 
pecker were the same thing as Bald- 
win and in the absence of descrip- 
tions or personal knowledge, who 





could decide definitely that they were 
or were not the same? 

The names for some of the other 
fruit varieties are, or have been just 
as confusing and uncertain. So, with 
the time element entering into the use 
of any variety name when wrongly 
applied, it will be seen that there is 
introduced at once the machinery for 
an almost endless confusion in both 
the marketing of the crop and the dis- 
tribution of plants to growers. 

This is an old story in fruit grow- 
ing and the vigorous attack on the 
problem by the founders of the Amer- 
ican Pomological Society went a long 
way in straightening out the matter. 
There was some slack, however, in 
their efforts during the last decade or 
so and now the problem again comes 
to the fore with some new features. 
Let us note briefly then the objec- 
tives of a system of naming fruits in 
order to better understand the pres- 
ent day problems and possibly their 
solution. 

The Code of Nomenclature first 
adopted by the American Pomologi- 
cal Society in 1903, has as its objec- 
tive the establishment and recognition 
of a single appropriate name for each 
variety which shall be used exclu- 
sively by the nurseryman, grower, 
dealer and consumer. It is urged that 
all persons conferring names upon 
new varieties “endeavor to select 
simple, and preferably, one-word 
names that are fittingly expressive of 
some character, quality, place, person 
or event associated with the source, 
time or place of origin of the va- 
riety.” It is hoped that the objectives 
of the code shall be recognized for 
all cultivated fruits and nuts. 

It would be expected that there 
would be some difficulty in determin-

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ing which is the correct name in so 
instances so “the first name published 
for a variety shall be the accepted and 
recognized name except when cop 
trary to the provisions of the Code » 
Since names were in existence befor 
the Code it was not intended to din 
place any names well established by 
usage. In order to avoid confusion 
a name once used shall not be useq 
again. If, however, a name should 
become established through Jone 
usage for two or more varieties jt 
shall not be displaced for either or 
radically modified except when a well. 
known synonym can be substituted 
for one of them. Names appearing 
in dated publications will be given 
precedence over names appearing jn 
those undated. 


_ There is need also for the recog- 
nition of certain rules regarding spell- 
ing, the form of the name, the use of 
the possessive, etc. The Code prefer- 
ence is for a single name, although 
two-word names will be accepted, 
Where it is necessary to change a 
name in order to make it conform to 
the rules, this shall not be done iy 
such a way as to lead to confusion or 
loss of identity. The spelling and pro- 
nounciation of a variety name shall 
be the same as that for the person, 
place, substance or quality from 
which it was derived. It will be per- 
missible to use Smith Cider but not 
Smith’s Cider—in this way eliminat- 
ing the possessive. The rules do not 
permit the formation of a name by 
compounding or hyphenating two or 
more existing names, but a one-word 
name may be formed by the use of 
parts of two or more existing names. 
For instance, neither Bartlet-Seckel 
nor Bar-Seck are permitted but Bar- 
seck may be used because in this form 
the name does not violate another 
rule prohibiting the use of a hyphen 
between the different words of a 
name. The rules also prohibit the 
use of initials in a name, so J. H. 
Hale for this peach variety becomes, 
simply, Hale. The use of such gen- 
eral terms as parts of names, such as 
seedling, hybrid, beurre, damson, pip- 
pin, rare-ripe, etc., are not permitted. 
Likewise, the name of a person shall 
not be applied to a variety during his 
life without consent and the name of 
a deceased person shall be used only 
upon the formal action of some pom- 
ological body—preferably the one 
with which the deceased was most 
closely associated. 

There are still other features of 
nomenclature which need to be con- 
sidered. Because varieties vary s0 
much under different growth condi- 
tions, provision is made that the va- 
riety type shall be that of the fruit of 
the original plant. The type descrip- 
tions or illustrations shall also be 
made from material produced by the 
original plant or, if it is not available, 
from a plant as near as possible in

POMOLOGICAL 
TERMS 


By WILLIAM H. ZIPF 


In the bulletins, articles and books which the practical grower reads, 
whether they be technical or non-technical, there often occur words or 
phrases that are puzzling as to the correct meaning and which may be 
misunderstood. A few of these terms with their definitions are given below. 


Adventitious—Said of plant parts which 
appear in unusual places, as shoots on 
roots or roots on shoots or leaves. 

Annual—A plant that lives for only one 
year. 

Annular—In the form of a ring. 

Anther—The pollen-bearing portion of 
the stamen or male reproductive or- 
gan of the flower. 

Apetalous—A flower that has no petals. 

Apex—The end of a fruit most distant 
from the stem; the upper or outer 
portion of any plant part. 

Asexual—Reproduction without fertiliza- 
tion; vegetative reproduction. 

Axil—The junction angle of a plant part 
and the branch or stalk from which it 
arises, such as axillary shoots or 
flowers. 

Axis—The support of a group of organs 
or the central line of a single organ. 
Base—The portion of the fruit at the 
stem end, or the lower portion of any 

plant part. 

Basin—The depression in the apex of a 
pome-fruit. ‘ 

Beaked—Ending in a narrow tip or beak. 

Bezi—A natural seedling. 

Biennial—A plant that 
years. 

Bifoliate—With two leaves. 

Bisexual—A flower having both male and 
female reproductive organs, such as 
the apple, raspberry, and peach. 

Blade—The expanded portion of a leaf. 

Bloom—White, waxy substance on the 
surface of some fruits or on the canes 
and vines of some bramble fruits. 

Blush—Unbroken red color on the sur- 
face of.a fruit. i 

Bract—A modified leaf occurring immedi- 
ately below the flower. 

Bullate—Blistered or puckered. 

Callus—The swollen portion at the base 
of a cutting. 

Calville-shaped—Ribbed, in the case of 
apples. 

Calyx—The outer group or 
flower parts; the sepals. ; 

Cambium—The layer of newly forming 
wood beneath the bark.

Cane—A shoot which bears but once and 
which arises from a crown or root. 
Catkin—A form of inflorescence in which 

the flowers are incomplete. 

Cavity—The depression in the stem end 
of a pome-fruit. 

Chlorophyll—The green coloring matter 
in leaves necessary for photosynthesis. 

Clipping—Trimming down to a definite 
shape. 

Compound—Two or more similar parts 
united into one whole. 

Core—The central part, or ovary, of a 
pome fruit. 

Corolla—The inner group or series of 
flower parts which is usually the 
showy part of the flower; the petals. 

Cross-pollination—The transfer of pollen 
to the pistil of another flower. 

Cuttings—Shoots of one year’s growth, 
usually inserted in the soil for multi- 
plying varieties. 

Deciduous—Not evergreen; lose leaves 
in the fall. 

Dehiscence—Method of opening; applied 
to the opening of.the anthers and the 
release of pollen. 

Dioecious—Two kinds of flowers, male 
and female, on separate plants. 
Drupe—A fleshy fruit with the inner por- 
tion of the ovary hard or stony, such 

as the peach, plum, and cherry. 

Dwarfs—Trees made small by budding 
or grafting upon stalks of small 
growth. 

Embryo—The rudimentary plant within 
the seed. 

Emulsion—A liquid preparation in which 
minute particles of one liquid are sus- 
pended in another liquid. 

Enquenouille—System of training to pro- 
duce fruitfulness by tying the branches 
downward. 

Epidermis—The outer layer of cells on 
all plant parts. 

Espalier—Tree trained flat on a trellis. 

Eye—The calyx of a pome-fruit; com- 
pound bud of the grape. 

Fascicle—A close cluster or bundle, such 
as the cherry blossom. 
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Fertile—Capable of producing fruit with 
viable seeds. 

Fertilization—Action of the pollen on the 
egg cell, resulting in the formation of 
the embryo. 

Fibrous roots—Smaller, 
thread-like roots. 

Filament—That portion of the stamen 
that supports the anther. 

Fructification—The act or 
fruiting. 

Glabrous—Smooth, not hairy or rough. 

Glaucous—Covered with bloom, such as 
the grape. 

Habitat—The natural situation in which 
a plant grows. 

Hard pan—A layer of compact soil which 
interferes with drainage. 

Head back—To cut off the branches of a 
tree part way down. 

Head down—To cut off all 
branches of a tree. 

Healing 1n—Burying the roots of a tree 
temporarily, usually in a trench. 
Herb—A plant having no woody stems 

above ground. 

Hybrid—Plant resulting from a cross be- 
tween two unlike parent plants. 

Inflorescence—The flowering part of a 
plant. 

Joint—That part of the stem from which 
a leaf or leaves develop; a node. 
Latent—Said of a bud that remains dor- 

mant. 

Layers—Side-shoots laid down and buried 
in the soil to take root. 

Leading shoot—The longest or main 
shoot of a tree. 

Lobe—Any portion of a plant part, es- 
pecially if rounded. 

Lopping—Cutting branches down to the 
main stem. 

Lubricating oil—An oil commonly used 
for machinery lubrication; applied to 
spraying; will not mix with water. | 

Maiden plant—A tree of one years 
growth from the bud or graft. 

Miscible oil—An oil which is capable of 
mixing with another substance; usual- 
ly mixed with water or other liquid 
for spraying. 

Monoecious—With the male and female 
reproductive parts in separate flowers 
on the same plant. 

Node—Place upon ‘a stem which usually 
bears a leaf or whorl of leaves.

less steps were taken to encourage 
increased consumption, it would be 
difficult to maintain profitable prices. 
And, furthermore, their loyalty to 
the King of Fruits had not biinded 
them to the fact that aggressive’ ad- 
vertising and sales promotion on the 
part of the producers of other fruits 
had resulted in a steady encroach- 
ment of their fruits upon the market 
demand for apples. It was, they de- 
cided, high time to do something in 
support of their King. 

The first day of the conference the 
delegates decided to incorporate the 
National Apple Institute “to pro- 
mote the universal use of apples by 
a campaign to educate further the 
people of the United States as to the 
benefits to be obtained from the con- 
sumption of apples.” The second 
day was devoted to working out de- 
tails of what is confidently expected 
to be a countrywide and permanent 
apple advertising campaign. 

The conference named Judge L. 
B. Yaple, W. B. Baughman and 
Clarence J. Neal as a committee to 
proceed with the incorporation of 
the National Apple Institute. 


A temporary organization was set 
up and a strong publicity program 
adopted, with an adequate finance 
plan to do the work. The growers 
present subscribed and paid the 
money with which to defray pre- 
liminary expenses. 

Dr. H. E. Barnard was appointed 
temporary secretary of the National 
Apple Institute, with headquarters 
at 225 Wimmer Building, Indian- 
apolis, Indiana, and authorized to 
set into motion at once the Institute’s 
program of educational publicity. 
This campaign will be designed to 
keep the American housewife con- 
scious of the dietary possibilities and 
health-giving qualities of apples. 
Through the women’s pages and 
home economics departments of 
magazines and newspapers the year 
around use of apples will be advo- 
cated and new uses and recipes de- 
scribed. 

Members of the National Apple 
Institute will be urged to use mod- 
ern, convenient packaging for the 
handling and sale of their crops, and 
to maintain grading and packing 
standards. A National Apple Insti- 
tute “Emblem of Quality” is con- 
templated which grower members 
will be authorized to display on their 
packs. This label will be numbered 
and the purchaser instructed that if 
the apples do not come up to stand-

ard the National Apple Institute is 
to be notified. It is hoped by this 
method to build consumer confidence 
and repeat sales for apples grown 
and packed by members of the Na- 
tional Apple Institute. 


The new National Apple Institute 
and its educational campaign are be- 
ing set into motion under the aus- 
pices of the American Pomological 
Society. Through the A. P. S., state 
horticultural societies are being in- 
vited to affiliate themselves with the 
Institute and its. campaign. Indivi- 
dual growers in each state are in- 
vited to join the Institute through 
their state society. Funds for the 
National Institute and its campaigns 
are to be raised through membership 
fee of 1/10 cent per bushel of apples 
marketed by each grower member, 
or a flat membership fee of $3.00 
for members marketing only 3,000 
bushels or less each year. 


Well aware of the difficulties en- 
countered in past years, in carrying 
on co-operative apple advertising 
campaigns, the organizers of the 
National Apple Institute have wisely 
decided to keep the program flexible 
enough to meet any and all condi- 
tions which may arise. State socie- 
ties and growers in every apple sec- 
tion of the country are urged to join 
the Institute and co-operate in its 
educational campaign to the buying 
public. This campaign, however, is 
being set into motion a step at a 
time, and is so organized as to per- 
mit expansion to meet countrywide 
co-operation. On the other hand, 
however, this flexibility will enable 
it to be carried on systematically 
even though, for the time being, it 
should receive only sectional sup- 
port. 

Since it is evident that sectional 
activity in behalf of King Apple has 
already been started, it is quite pos- 
sible that the continuing campaign 


of the National Apple Institute may 
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be organized along sectional | 
or, at least, in co-operation with 
tional groups.

National Apple Institute, growers 
were busy working out plans for a 
contemplated campaign to advertis 
Shenandoah-Piedmont apples. yw 
invitation already has been extended 
to the committees representing both 
states, urging them to make the pro- 
jected Shenandoah-Piedmont cam. 
paign a first step in the National Ip. 
stitute’s country-wide program. 

In both Virginia and West Vir. 
ginia, leading growers have become 
increasingly aware of the importance 
of organized advertising for their 
apples in direct ratio to the dimin- 
ishing opportunities for export to 
foreign markets. At a joint confer- 
ence held recently, it was the con- 
census of opinion among those who 
attended that the similar conditions 
of the two states and the splendid 
co-operation between respective hor- 
ticultural societies made possible an 
ideal situation for a joint district ad- 
vertising campaign. 

The suggested Shenandoah-Pied- 
mont campaign as planned has much 
in common, in regard to financing 
and method of operation, with that 
of the National Apple Institute. The 
Virginia-West Virginia leaders be- 
lieve that an advertising fund suffi- 
cient to initiate a conservative pro- 
gram can be raised if the growers of 
the two states will subscribe the 
amount of 1/3 cent per bushel and 
1 cent per barrel for all U. S. No. 1, 
or better grade of apples, packed for 
sale during 1935. Each state horti- 
cultural society would collect its own 
portion of the fund. 

The Virginia-West Virginia plan 
includes the preparation of literature 
such as freight-rate maps, cook 
books, window stickers, a list of cold 
storages and apple dealers of the two 
states, as a single district. It is also 
planned that a representative be sent 
out in the name of the two societies, 
to cover the apple markets, as was 
done by Virginia last year, not only 
to make a study of market condi- 
tions, but to urge upon the trade the 
better quality and improved pack of 
apples grown in the two states. 


In addition, the Shenandoah-Pied- 
mont campaign contemplates a pro- 
gram of newspaper advertisements 
and radio announcements in key 
cities, to be selected after the crop 
is sufficiently developed to permit 
determination of best possible out- 
lets. It is also planned, if sufficient 
funds are available, that one or two 
key markets will be selected and 
worked more intensively. This would 
include the sending of a representa- 
tive into such a market to .visit prac- 
tically all of the trade during a week 
or 10 days, to see that window stick-

Code of Nomenclature 


One of the active A.P.S. commit- 
tees is the Committee on Nomencla- 
ture. The new code as recommended 
by the committee was adopted at the 
Grand Rapids meeting, and a report 
on the code of nomenclature will ap- 
pear in an early issue of AMERICAN 
Fruit Grower. The importance of 
correctly naming new varieties of 
fruits has not been generally appre- 
ciated, and the new code serves as an 
authoritative guide. 

Another committee met recently at 
Ames, Iowa, to study problems rela- 
tive to the spray residue situation, 
with a view to securing for the fruit 
grower a better system of certification 
which will meet his needs and at the 
same time satisfy federal regulations 
with respect to residue tolerances. 

You are also going to hear more 
about the work of the New Fruits 
Committee. This committee has a 
wide-open field for action and a field 
of unusual opportunity. Interest in 
new fruit varieties is widespread, be- 
cause fruit growers have seen new 
and better varieties of recent intro- 
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duction which possess unusual value. 
A directory or catalog of new fruits 
giving the origin and descriptions of 
new fruits has been compiled annually 
for a number of years and printed in 
the annual reports of the A.P.S. It 
is now proposed that an indexed di- 
rectory of catalogued new fruits be 
worked up, with recommendations 
derived from the best information 
available as to the probable value for 
planting.

Variety Notes 


Blueberry varieties tested in sev- 
eral of our northern states include 
Cabot, Adams, Pioneer, Rubel, Hard- 
ing and Jersey listed in order of 
ripening. 

Pioneer is considered one of the 
nicest home varieties and is a good 
shipper, but like Harding is of a 
rather straggly type. Rubel, the best 
commercial variety under Michigan 
conditions, propagates easily, but 
produces fruit slightly smaller and 
more tart than some of the other va- 
rieties. The Adams blueberry is 
somewhat soft and small, therefore 
not generally recommended for gen- 
eral planting.

asexual propagation from the original 
grown in the same pomological re- 
gion. The description shall include 
sufficient details of the characteristics 
of the plant, foliage, flowers, fruit 
and habit of growth so that it will be 
possible to distinguish it from other 
varieties of similar appearance. 

It will be clear from a careful 
reading of these provisions of the 


| Code that it will be necessary to ad- 





here to the plan rather rigidly in or- 
der to have permanence and uniform- 
ity in the use of variety names by all 
concerned. This was not so important 
in a simpler state of society before 
the commercial era of our time but 
now there is real money value in 
variety names because it has taken 
time and expense in many instances 
to establish them in the public mind. 
This can be best appreciated by try- 
ing to place a new name or variety 
“before the public.” As matters are 
now, fruit variety names are taking 
on much the same characteristics with 
the public as other names. The Sun- 


| kist brand, the McIntosh apple, the 


Elberta peach or Ivory soap come to 
mind at once as illustrations of well- 
known trade names of different com- 
modities. In this era also it is just 
about as serious a matter for a 
nurseryman or dealer to substitute 
one variety for another where large 
plantings or orders are involved as to 
ship a few train-loads of bodies for 
one make of car to the wrong manu- 
facturer. In fact it would take even 
longer and would be more expensive 
to correct the substitution in the fruit 
planting. This general situation has 
brought two rather acute problems 
before the Committee on Nomencla- 
ture of the American Pomological So- 
ciety, which will require some con- 
certed action in order to avoid con- 
fusion. 

First, about as soon as some of the 
leading fruit varieties were becoming 
nationally known and established, the 
“bud sport” situation came to the cen- 
ter of the stage, and threatens to steal 
the show. Of the deciduous fruits, 
this is particularly true of the apple. 
Delicious, for instance, is one of the 
best known apple varieties and all of 
a sudden, that is within a decade or so, 
50 or 60 color sports have been found 
—each clamoring for attention. A 
similar situation bids fair to arise in 
some of the other important commer- 
cial varieties. What could the trade 
do with 50 names for what is essen- 
tially the same thing, if Shotwell, 
Starking, Richared, etc., are not tied 
up to the parent variety in the public 
mind? These color sports and sports 
in other characteristics as well are 
valuable improvements in the main 
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commercial varieties and as such have 
real money value. The inspection 
rules for some of the progressive 
western states, as Washington, have 
already taken action to require higher 
color standards for the color sports 

Recognizing the trade value of the 
name of the parent variety the Amer. 
ican Pomological Society adopted the 
following rule, submitted by the Com- 
mittee on Nomenclature at the Grand 
Rapids meeting in December, 1934. 
“In naming the bud sports of recog- 
nized varieties, the names selected 
should as far as possible identify the 
new strain with the parent Variety, 
One-word names formed by using 
parts of two or more existing names, 
or a single descriptive name either 
before or after the parent variety 
name will be recognized.” The ob- 
jective of this action was to keep the 
color sports, especially, identified 
with the parent variety and in this 
way enable the trade to get the full 
sales advantage of well known names, 
If the season, however, is changed by 
a bud sport, as so often happens, the 
situation is changed materially be- 
cause the new form would not com- 
pete with the parent variety and need 
not therefore necessarily be identified 
with it. 

Another situation arises in those 
instances where usage is decidedly in 
favor of one name but the priority 
rights lie with another. A conspicu- 
ous instance of this is the Oldenburg- 
Duchess situation. According to the 
rules the official name of this variety 
is Oldenburg while the trade in most 
instances calls for Duchess. So, we 
find one branch of the government 
service, the Bureau of Plant Industry 
using Oldenburg in its publications 
and another, the Bureau of Agricul- 
tural Economics, in its market news 
reports, using Duchess. Another in- 
stance is the use of Albemarle Pippin 
in Virginia, Yellow Newtown or 
Newtown in Washington and Ore- 
gon, and Newtown Pippin in Cali- 
fornia for this variety. A somewhat 
different problem arises in the South 
Haven-Sun Glo set up. As viewed in 
the market these two, when well 
grown, would be indistinguishable in 
most cases and yet there is trade value 
in having this variety complex, speak- 
ing genetically, recognized by the 
public under a single name. 

So, acknowledging the difficulty in 
all instances of this kind in having 
any action by a society or a commit- 
tee agreed to generally, provision was 
made to recognize trade usage in the 
following rule: “In those instances 
where there is a decided trend or 
trade preference for the synonym 0

Ringing—To remove a ring of bark 
around the branch or stem to prevent 
the descending of the sap. 

Scion—A shoot of one year’s growth for 
propagation; a cutting. 

Seedling—A plant grown directly from 


seed. 

Self-colored—Of one solid color. 

Self-pollination—Distribution of pollen 
on the pistil of the same flower. 

Sepal—Individual part of the calyx. 

Shanking—A shrivelling of the foot- 
stalks of grapes. 

Shorten in—To cut off the outer parts 
of shoots. 

Silky—Covered with a soft pubescence. 

Sport—An unusual variation in a new 
seedling. 

Spur—A short shoot, bearing fruit-buds 
or fruit. 

Stamen—Male reproductive, or pollen- 
bearing, organ of a flower. 

Sterile—Unproductive; may be applied to 
any of the reproductive parts of a 
flower. A plant may be fruitful, but 
not fertile. 

Stigma—That portion of the pistil upon 
which the pollen is deposited. 

Stipule—A growth at the base of the 
petiole or on either side of the junc- 
tion from which the petiole arises. 

Stock—A seedling tree in which a bud or 
shoot is inserted or grafted. 

Succulent—Juicy or fleshy; applied to 
any plant part. 

Sucker—A sprout or shoot arising from 
an underground stem; also an adven- 
titious shoot in the upper parts of a 
plant. 

Tap-root—The main descending root. 

Tendril—The coiled, thread-like organs 
by which some vines clasp an object; 
conspicuous in the grape. 

Undulate—With a waxy surface. 

Unisexual—Plant of one sex only, as 
with certain varieties of strawberry. 

Veins—Threads of food-conducting tissue 

_within the plant. 

Viable—Said of seed which contains a 
Iving embryo and which is capable 
of producing a new plant. 

Wilding—A natural seedling. 

Work—Term applied to the budding or 
grafting of trees.

a variety name, which is not in accord 
with the rules of nomenclature thi 
tendency should be reviewed by the 


Committee on Nomenclature and 
where a change seems justified the 
matter should be submitted to the 
American Pomological Society for 
action by vote.” There was some ob. 
jection to this rule because some felt 
that the “bars were let down” for 
many undesirable changes through 
“pressure” or “political action.” The 
society, however, agreed with the 
statement of Dr. L. H. Bailey that 
the most permanent thing about a 
name is usage. It will be readily ad. 
mitted that this problem is a difficult 
one, especially when the power of ad- 
vertising enters into it, but much can 
be gained by a careful and fair con. 
sideration of it by all concerned jf 
eventually progress can be made 
toward uniformity. 

It will be evident to those ac. 
quainted with the problem that very 
soon the trade will demand uniform 
action from the inspection service of 
the different states and from the fed- 
eral authorities regarding the color 
standards of the color sports, versus 
the parent varieties. The Committee 
on Nomenclature is studying this 
problem also and all concerned may 
just as well begin to think about it 
because it will become more acute as 
the color sport plantings come into 
heavier production. 

Finally, another phase of nomencla- 
ture which will mean much from the 
standpoint of stability is the naming 
of new varieties. If a name is given 
to a variety which has little or no 
“appeal,” any nurseryman taking the 
responsibility of “putting it across” 
would be tempted—perhaps forced— 
to rename it. This has been done in 
numerous instances and doubtless will 
be done again if some outstanding 
new variety is given a poor name at 
the start. Some of the new offerings 
named after towns or cities, battle- 
ships, characters in plays, or which 
have been given Indian names are, 
to say the least, “hard to digest” by 
the public generally and have little 
merit over the customary superlative 
of the nurseryman. Unsuitable names 
invite synonyms and retard public and 
trade acceptance. This matter should 
just as well be recognized by all of 
those interested in giving new varie- 
ties their “start” in the world. 

Still other phases of this general 
problem could be discussed in this 
same connection but from what has 
been said the value of a good name 
will be appreciated by those in the 
active service of a commercial efa. 
There is need for all concerned to 
study the situation and be willing to 
agree on a larger and larger measure 
of uniformity and stability. At least

ets were quite generally placed in all 
the stores and that attractive apple 
displays were arranged in show 
windows. Such personal promotion 
work would also be supplemented 
with advertisements appealing to the 
consuming trade in that market, 
thereby creating a direct demand by 
consumers for Virginia-West Vir- 
ginia apples. 

With Shenandoah-Piedmont grow- 
ers planning an intensive sectional 
campaign, and with the National 
Apple Institute now organized for 
countrywide co-operation, it has 
been suggested that a series of dis- 
trict brand campaigns could be de- 
veloped. The Eastern Apple Grow- 
ers Council is already organized for 
special market research and trade 
promotion. By districts, but under 
the auspices of the National Apple 
Institute, state societies in the vari- 
ous apple belts could combine their 
efforts in behalf of a New England 
apple campaign, a Shenandoah-Pied- 
mont campaign, a Great Lakes cam- 
paign and so on, westward, to link 
up with the already established 
apple advertising of the growers in 
the Northwest. In the event of such 
contemplated campaigns being car- 
tied through, there would be the 
double-barreled appeal of apple con- 
sumption for diet and health reasons 
plus confidence in and the habit of 
buying a sectional brand by name 
and fame in its own home markets. 

In the meantime, a prospectus of 
activities in behalf of King Apple is 
heing prepared and will be sent to 
all interested growers on request to 
the president of the American Pomo- 
logical Society, or to the secretary 
of the National Apple Institute, Dr. 
H. E. Barnard, who is located at 225 
comer Building, Indianapolis, In- 
lana,
